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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 3/1 5/1 1 . 
Claim 3 has been amended, while claim 125 has been canceled. Claims 3- 
62, 80-102 and 104-124 are pending. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
"Brief Description of the Drawings" section must be updated to correspond to 
the drawings filed 1/15/02. Appropriate correction is required. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 3-62, 80-1 02 and 1 04-1 24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claim 3, none of the prior art of record, taken 
individually or in any combination, teach inter alia, accessing a database, 
stored on a digital storage medium, containing information, developed for the 
job function, listing industries to which and from which the job function is 
potentially transferable, the information corresponding to markings in a 
square matrix, the matrix having a pair of orthogonal axes, and a series of 
positions along each axis, with each position along each axis being 
associated with a different industry in which the job function is performed, 
wherein each industry occupies a corresponding position along each axis, so 
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that (1) in a row of the matrix corresponding to a selected industry in which an 
individual has experience are markings of columns of industries to which the 
experience of the individual is potentially transferable and (2) in a column of 
the matrix corresponding to a selected industry in which a company may be 
seeking candidates are markings of rows of industries from which a 
candidate's experience therein may be transferable to the selected industry; 
wherein the pattern of markings in the matrix is not symmetric. 

5. The prior art references most closely resembling Applicant's claimed 
invention are Salmon et al (USPN 5,592,375) and Joao (USPN 6,662,194). 

Salmon et al disclose evaluating and comparing products, wherein a buyer 
is a hiring manager and a seller is candidate, column 3, lines 22-24, 28-30, 
and 38-41 , a table of functions 270 and a corresponding table of industry 
experience 260, column 4, line 58-61 , industry, function, and skill set logically 
correlated in a database in order to determine an industry match, wherein a 
candidate with "Production experience in the Biotechnology industry'" and 
'"Design experience in the Aerospace industry'" should not match a search for 
'"Design experience in Biotechnology," column 4, lines 50-57, and conditions 
specified by a buyer at step 502 or 528 of FIG. 5 not limited to a simple AND 
conjunction of one industry, one function, one skill, etc. He may specify "AND" 
or "OR" conjunctions between his criteria, and may specify some as "must" 
and others as "wants." The "wants" can be weighted relative to each other. 
For instance, the buyer may want a person with marketing or sales 
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experience in the electrical subsystems or semiconductor devices industries 
(for instance, because the position's requirements are not specific to one 
industry), column 9, lines 40-56. 

Joao discloses providing job and recruitment services provided via the 
Internet and World Wide Web, wherein the processing computers 
communicate via the Internet and/or World Wide Web (column 1 3, lines 22- 
30), central processing computers having a web site associated therewith 
(column 13, lines 31-33), an individual transmitting contact information (column 
24, lines 22-27), and the individual entering the job search, including any 
search criteria (column 22, lines 42-44), wherein the employer information 
includes employer size (column 15, line 52). 

However, none of the cited prior art, taken individually or in any 
combination, teach, inter alia, the limitations discussed above with respect to 
independent claim 3. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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-Reich et al ("Seeding the Line": Understanding the Transition from IT to 
Non-IT Careers) disclose a case study of one organization, The Mutual 
Group, in which more than 70 IT professionals permanently moved into non- 
IT, business unit jobs during the 1 980s and early 1 990s. 

-Salopek, Jennifer J. (Outsourcing, insourcing, and in-between sourcing) 
disclose outsourcing is a solution that involves partnerships or alliances, 
denoting cooperation between organizations in the production of superior 
results.
